Business today is being deprived of an efficient method 


of :nercfaandi5ing because "price maintenance" is con- 
fused with monopoly, while pricc-crtting, the parent 
of most monopolies, is looked upon as an equivalent for 
competition. 


Brice-cutting as an dement in modern competition 


is a cietiiod. 01 ccniz:erc:ci vruriare kit over trosi the 
last century—the age of monopoly formation. 
That 


business men of today should denounce price-cutting is 
not any more surprising than that military men should 
cry out against the use of dum-dum bullets in modern 
..warfare. 
The struggle for master}-, -whether in the 


military or commercial arena, is assuming new forms. 
Competitive methods that were once considered not only 
legitimate but fundamentally necessary in any business 
policy, are, under modern conditions, being wholly aban- 
doned. The difference between a notion shop in Naples, 
for example, and an up-to-date department store in Oak- 
"land, is not so much in the size of the store, the char- 
acter of the goods, or the form, of organization, as it 
is in the degree of advancement in commercial policy. 
The Jtnlinn shopkeeper :s still 
of price-cutting. In the Oakland store price standard 
ization is reccgnized as a basic principle of success in 
a twentieth century merchandising policy. Emphasis is 
placed upon the goods and their standard qualities rather 
umii upon uicir price. 


The shifting of the basis o£ competition from price 


.to quality—from the nominal value to intrinsic value— 
jrnarks a distinct advance in commerciaTpolicy and prac- 
tice. It is the business man's -way of acknowledging, 
•what is.daily becoming more evident, that it is service, 
:not price, in which society is most keenly interested. 


"When A. T. Stewart announced back in the sixties 


that prices on his goods would be marked in plain figures 
and that customers could .take the goods on the basis 
of the price quoted or leave them, business men were 
-as-skeptical of liis success as people of a generation be- 
fore .were at the announcement that ships were to be 
made "of "iron. 
To them the notion of iron floating 


-iras absurd, yet today steel boats not only float, but are 
able to sink and rise again,, Mr. Stewart's one-price- 
tfo-all idea, despite its critics, has- been extended beyond 
the-mere fixing of retailers* selling price to thejbroader 
-field of merchandising which .includes the wholesaler 
and manufacturer. That is; manufacturers and whole- 
salers now claim the right to maintain their selling prices 
•even though the goods have left their possession. This 
ne.w phase of merchandising is generally known as "price 
maintenance"—a subject that has given rise to much 
discussion, and about which there is still much confusion 
and misunderstanding, 
-. The most recent advance-in the policy of price stand- 
ardization is the attempt of the manufacturers of trade- 
jnarked goods to regulate the" price at which the whole-" 
fitters sell to the retailers and at which the latter sell 
to the public.
